Americans at Honolulu Want Protec- 
tion—After Mr. Hill’s Position. 

WASHINGTON, September 24.—Capt. Er- 
bin, commanding the United States sloop 
Pensacola, reports to the Navy Department 
from Honolulu, August 31, that during his 
stay in Honolulu his personal association 
with American merchants and business me nh 
convinced him of a feeling of uneasiness on 
account of the uncertainty of a continuation 
of the reciprocity treaty. Large num- 
bers of working men from __ all 
parts of the world were brought there to 
work the sugar estates operated largely by 
American citizens upon the credit system. 
These proprietors fear that. in case the 
treaty is not continued, their interest wil! be 
threatened, ag well as that- of the govern- 
ment, by a great number of persons being 
thrown out of employment. The American 
citizens were desirous of having an Ameri- 
can man-of-war about the isiands until the

Lonpon, Septemper 24.—An explosion at 
Woolwich caused a fire in the main build- 
ing, which, including the laboratory buiid- 
ing, was destroyed within half an hour after 
the fire broke out. It contained an immense 
number of war rockets, ‘which were filled 
with destructive missiles. The latter flew in 
all ~ directions, many being projected 
to and falling upon the other 
side of the “lhames. ‘The explosives 
caused a feraful destruction of property 
throughout the town and in the surround- 
ing district, The fire was extinguished at 
noon, when the rockets ceased their explo- 
sions. Old soldiers declared the explosion 
of the rockets during the fire was as fright- 
ful as if occurring in an actual siege. Two 
bodies of the victims of the explosion have 
been found. Some of the war rockets pro- 
jected a distance of five miles. One of them 
went through the wall ofan arsenal and an- 
other struck the artillery barracks. 

Rockets fell in Erith, Elsham, Charlton 
and Liferd. One of them plunged into a 
school for infants at Plumpstead; another 
entered a draper’s shop in Woolwich, and 
still anuther wrecked a grocery store, | here 
was the wildest pavic at Woolwich, but no 
loss of lite with the exception of the two 
persons mentioned, and who were employed 
in the arsenal. First reports of the fatalities 
are exaggerated. The principal damage is 
confined to the rocket factory, which will 1n- 
volve a loss of £2,000

If 
any truth, the grand squeeze will probably be in 
New York.”——It is also said tgat Baker 
holds a million bushels of the cash corn in Chi- 
cago, and that a buyer for Europe,the South or 
New England points can get all he wants 
from him, but Baker will not sell to 
any one who intends shipping to New York.—— 
The discrepancy between the shipments of grain 
and the elevator deliveries as on ’Ch 
aoes not seem to be understood by the dealers. 
The elevators report to the Exchange daily the 
amount of grain ordered out of elevators the pre- 
vious day. The figures of the various elevators 
are aggregated by the secretary and posted for 
information as tothe movementof grain at the 
elevators. The various railroads and steamboats 
and the barge lines report each morning the 
amount shipped out ae day and the ag- 
gregate of these is posted as the shipments of the 
previous day and show correctly the movement 
and the direction in which the property ts being 
forwarded. These two reports, viz., sbipments 
and elevator deliveries can never agree as posted 
each day, for several reasons. 

First. The elevator deliveries do not show the 
total shipments, as at times grain is forwarded 
trom track or from store that does not go into 
elevators? Again, grain, and especially corn 
boats, are often sacked in elevators and delivered 
to boats and barges, constituting shipments 
which by the elevator companies are reported as 
city deliveries, being actually delivered to teams 
aud hauled away, the elevator coinpanies not 
knowing the destination. Again, it is the custom 
of eievators as soon as the Warehouse receipts are 
presented at the office to issue an order on the 
elevator for the grain, and to consider the grain 
as shipped, andthe next morning to report the 
amount as . delivered. But often it is 
two or three days, perhaps, before 
the cars or the barges are received 
and the grain actually delivered out of the ele- 
vators. Therailroads and boats only report the 
shipments when the property is received and 
forwarded, so that while the elevator very prop- 
erly reports the grain delivered as it is to all in- 
tents and purposes, so far as the elevator is con- 
cerned, it has not actually left the bins. With this 
explanation it willreadily be seen that although 
the figures of shipments and elevator deliveries 
do not agree, they are both correcily reported, 
one belng for erain ordered out of elevator and 
the other being actual shipments as reported by 
the railroads and by the boats. 

Henry T. Kneeland & Co., of New York, 
telegraph Grier Brothers: ‘“‘Walker, the statis- 
ticiuan, gives the resuit of rye crop this year in 
Europe as a deficiency of over 200,000,000 bushels. 
This result, with shortage of 80,000,000 bushels of 
wheat to filla year’s requirements warrants, con- 
fidence in present prices of wheat, and if statisti- 
cal position is once understood American pro- 
ducers wih warrant restriction of deliveries until 
the markeis overtake present supplies, when 
what America bas to spare can be marketed at an 
important advance over prices now ruling.——~lIt 
is believed by some that speculation has once 
more taken hold of wheat for an advance. 
America has several times attempted to force 
Europe to take her wheat at America’s own 
prices, but never yet has been able iodo so. Will 
she be able to do so now, when Europe is weil 
supplied for some time to come, has atair crop 
already harvestea, and with the supplies piling 
up steadily in this country?——The local crowd ef 
speculators have turned very bullish on wheat; 
that is the majority bas, and there is some pretty 
heavy buyiug going on now for the long side. 
It is believed that St. Louis bought some wheat 
last spring withthe idea that it was going right 
up to $) 50, but was rather badly disappointed In 
the final resuit.——The first car of corn ot this 
year’s growth was received to-day by 8S. W. Cobb 
& Co., from L. A. Brown & Co., of Neodosha, Kan. 
The corn inspected “new,” was of good quality 
and would nudoubtediy have inspected No. 2 had 
it been dry enough. This car was soid at auction 
to Wm. Largers at 45c per bushel. L. A. Brown 
& Co., have sent the first car of new corn to this 
market for four years past. 

Wheat futures advanced largely to-day. Pub- 
lic cables reported a better tone! and private 
cables were firm, but there was no change for the 
better in price. In Chicago and New York there 
was said to be some export demand and there 
was an. active demand, both from shorts and 
iongs. Latter were buying steady and exhibited 
a good deal of confidence. There were not so 
many sellers as there have been and this de- 
creased the offers to sell, so that buyers ai 
times beeame urgent and there were 
sharp advanees, but the market was 
extremely unsettied, and the feeling nervous and 
uncertain. The close was at adyances of 13 
over Saturday’s latest rates. Corn was dull, weak 
and lower, with more seliers than buyers until 
late, when, chiefly through sympathy with wheat, 
prices stiffened up some, but late were easy, wit: 
sellers at the top rates. Oats were strong and in 
demand at higher rates. Suyers far outnumbered 
sellers, aud their wants were not near supplied. 
The whole feeling. was one of strength 
and prices went up 44@% above Saturday’s close.

- The Evangelical Alliance Discuss 


Sabbath Newspapers. 


Arguments Pro and Con--Anniversary of 
Martin Luther's Birthday—Religious News 


The Evangelical Alliance met at 11 o’clock 
this morning in the rooms of the Y. M. C. 
A. There was a large attendance of tie lo- 
cal clery, Dr. Schofield, of the Baptist church 
occupying the chair. After the usual pre- 
liminary devotional services, Dr. Geo. C. 
Adams, of the Congregationalist Church, of- 
fered the following petition for the consid- 
eration of the Alliange: 


“Desiring in every way possible to aid in 
the present movement to restore to the 
Lord’s Day its former sanctity, we the pastors 
of the Congregational Chureh of St. Louis 
agree to withold from the Sunday hewspa- 
pers all announcements of our services; and 
we asa body of ministers respectfully peti- 
tion the members of the Evangelical Alliance 
to do the same,” : 

The above petition was unanimously 
adopted by the ministers’ meeting of the 
Congregational Churches at their last meet- 
ing, and this morning was the occasion of a 
protracted discussion, in which the Sunday 
newspaper was delicately castigated by the 
Puritan element, and defended as a civiliz- 
ing benefactor by the more livera! element, 
of whom Dr. Boyd was the spokesman. A 
motion was made by Dr. Rhodes indors- 
ing the petition, which was lost. 

DR. BOYD, 
in an opposing speech, said that as long as 
the newspapers were published on Sunday, 
his churech-notice would appear. If his Con- 
gregational brethren wanted to keep their 
advertisements out, it was all right. He re- 
garded the matter of advertising his pulpit 
appointments in the same light as the run- 
ning of street cars. In the abstract it might 
be considered a sin, but the million necessi- 
ties of metropolitan life rendered many things 
legitimate which arigid Puritanism might 
frown down upon. In the broad Christ-like 
sense, he was in favor or adhering to the 
demands of the Lord’s Day, but he was not 
in favor of a Puritan Sabbath, as far as that 
implied an absurd condemnation of the 
works of public charity, and the suppression 
of things which were innocent in their 
nature. He believed in the golden mean. 
He had heard of a nian in a certain religious 


. cirele who refused his sick wife ice on the 


Lord’s vy d on the ground that it was a vio- 
lation of the Sabbath. That sort of Puritan- 
ism he had littie respect for. 
DR. GANSE, 
who represented the Puritanie element of the 
alliance, said in reply that it was a debat- 
eble question as to whether such a question 
came within the domain of the alliance, and 
that it would be difficult to ascertain wheth- 
er it was the business of the alliance to draw 
a distinction conceining the details of Sun- 
day observance. He regarded thé Sunday 
newspaper, however, as the most efficient 
organ of modern times for destroying the 
old-time veneration for the Sabbath. It 
was the piace where children found 
those examples which lead to Sab- 
bath désecration. He said he was not in the 
habit of taking a Sunday newspaper. 
DR. ADAMS 
then stated thatthe alliance seemed afraid 
of taking a square position on any subject, 
and that if it took a bold and definite posi- 
tion In this case it would be the first time in 
its history. 
DR. HEWEY 
followed in a warm speech in which 
he said that there was ample opportunity 
in the columns of the Saturday Post-D1s- 
PATCH for all the advertising that the minis- 
ters of St, Louis needed. 
DR. RHODES 
then moved that the question be left to the 
ision of the various ministerial associa- 
ove of tie city to decide, which was unani- 
ously carried. 

Dr. Rhodes read the following report of 
the committee appointed to arrange for the 
memorial service in honor of the approach- 
ing 
ANNIVERSARY OF THE BIRTH OF MARTIN 

LUTHER: 

“The committee appointed to arrange for 
a suitable memoria! service in honor of the 
approaching anniversary of the birth of 

artin Luther beg leave to report the fol- 
lowing: 

“‘W hereas, The fourth century of the birth 
of Martin Luther on Saturday, the 10th of 
November next, isan event so interhblended 
with the great#purposes of God, and with our 
best blessings of church and state. and inas- 
much as it eminently becomes all {Protestant 
Christians to make such recognition of 
Luther as the chiet instrument. under God, 
in the great work of the reformation as will 
at once express their heartfelt gratitude to 
God and furnish a fitting testimony to the 
great doctrine of justification by faith as the 
foundation of our holy religion. 

**Therefore, be it resolved, 1. That the 
ministers in connection with this alliance 
be requested to set forth in morning or even- 
ing sermon of Lord’s Day, November 11th, 
such parts of Luther’s work in the reforma- 
tion as may seem tothem good. The reso- 
lution was amended by a unanimous request 
that Dr. Rhodes deliver an oration on 
Luther in the second Baptist Church on 
Saturday afternoon, November 10th, at 4 
o’ clock.

Invigorat- 
ing!” to quote the Yanguage of the adver- 
tisement, is to take place at the Cote Brill- 
iante race track next Saturday afternoon, 
and again on Wednesday, October 3 A 
great many gentlemen who are opposed to 
cruelty to animals have been stirred up by 
this announcement, notwithstanding the fact 
that the chase is to be superintended by Mr. 
W. S. Brawner, assisted by experienced En- 
giish fox-huntéers, and that it will bea 
“faithful reproduction of the famous sport 
so eagerly participated in by the people of 
Europe, and so thoroughly enjoyed by all.” 


These gentlemen are very desirous of know- 
ing what the Humane Svciety pro- 
pose to do in the matter, claiming 
that it is a case where their interference is 
necessary.

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RUSSIAN SCHOOLS. 


A Glimpse of the Military Discipline 
Enforced in hem. 
Correspondence of the London Globe. 


The proposal! to reintroduce whipping into 
Russian schools has done something more 
than send a thrill of indignant excitement 
through the teaching classes of this coun- 
try. it reveals weakness in a department of 
State to which the public have always been 
led to attribute exceptional strength and 
efficiency. That a’national system of educa- 
tion should fall on. the disciplinary side is 
a strange experience in a land which has for 
centuries been associated with the use, or 
misuse, of the knout; yet thisis practically 
the confession that is made by the highly- 
placed pedagogues who are now Zealousl7 
urging on the Minister of Public [Instruction 
the value of the rod as a means of educa- 
tion. ee are certainly not in favor 
of the view that there is any serious lack of 
discipline in the middle and elementary 
schovls of the Empire. To judge by its 
regulations, the gymnasium, for example, is 

uite a model of strictness and prupriety. 
The scholar is kept in order by rules from 
the very outset of his educativnal career in 
one of these establishments. ‘There are 
rules regulating his attendance at church 
aud his behavior during Divine services; 
rules showing him when he _ is 
to have holidays and when to “*re- 
turn from them; under what pretexts 
he may forsake his class, and with what dill- 
gence he must make up for time lost during 
lilness; rules fixing his behavior to his 
teachers in and out of school bours; anda 
variety of other rujes inculcating politeness, 
honesty, truth, earjy rising, etc. ‘laxation 
must be induiged in carefully; amusement 
he cannot have at all, if it can only take the 
fourm of “theatrical representations harmful 
to the moral sentiments’ Masquerades he 
must not visit, nor must he enter the wine- 
cellar, the coffee tavern, or the confectioner’s 
shop. Heis held to cleanliness of person, 
and forbidden to smoke tob.cco or drink 
spirits. Long hairisan abomination with 
the school authorities, and if the pupil has 
unwittingly encoura ed the growth of a 
beard, he can only hupe toescape punish- 
ment by a timely visit to the barber’s shop. 
Ornament of ail kinds, in fact, is forbidden, 
and so into the same category with the “un- 
necessary” beard are thrust he unnecessary 
ring, walking-stick and eye-glass. Saluting 
the Emperor when met in the street is pro- 
vided for by a very strict regulation, the ob- 
servance of which has falieu into desuetude 
of late vears, rather owing to want of oppur- 
tunity than lack of will. Of course the 
scholar hasa uniform. This is indispensi- 
ble. It teaches the military idea how to 
shoot, and it gives materia! assistance to the 
police, who are empowered to enforce the 
regulations pruhibiting the visits of students 
to masquerade bails, wine cellars, and other 
vbjectiunabie places of resort.

The present eruption of the vol- 
cano on the island of Krakatoa seems not 
unworthy to compare with some of the most 
serious of the outbreaks recorded in the his- 
tory of Java. ‘The ioss of life appears to 
have been chiefly due to'he tidal wave that 
overwhelmed Anger and testified t® a great 
convulsion beneath the sea, which is said to 
have interrupted the navigation of the 
Straits of Sunda. As it must be some weeks 
at the least before a detailed description of 
this latest eruption reaches this country, the 
following narrative of a similar convulsion 
which oceurred at Tomboro, in the Island of 
Sambawa, at the other end of the Island of 
Java, in 1815, may not be without interest: 

Sir Stamford Raffles, who was then Gov- 
ernor of Java, reported that no one remem- 
bers, por does traditior record, so tremen- 
dous an eruption.”” The first announcement 
resembled a prolonged cannonade, loud or 
subdued, according to distance or wind, and 
the responsible authorities in Java instantly 
prepared to resist an attack. The people at 
some of the hill stations hurried down in 
arnis prepared to defend the head factories; 
in some cases troops were marched to posts 
supposed to be in danger, and the East In- 
dia Company's cruiser Benares was sent 


from Macassar with a detachment of sol- 


diers on poard in search of the enemy. The 
sound of the explosions was heard as far off 
as Sumatra, a distance of 970 geographical 
miles, and utter darkness was caused by the 
fall of ashes even in the Gresia district, more 
than 300 miles away. Explusions had been 
noted as early as the 5th of April, but it was 
not till five days later that the eruption de- 
veloped in the alarming manner which has 

iven ita prominent place on the records of 
Java. The Rajab of Sangar, who witnessed 
it as aclose snectator, gave this description 
of the outbreak: 

“About 7 o’clock, the night of the 10th of 
April, three distinct columns of flame , burst 
forth near the top of the mountain, all of 
them apparently within the verge of the 
crater, and after ascending separately to a 
very great height their tops united in the air 
in a troubled, confused manner. In a short 
time the whole. mountain next Sanger ap- 

ared like a body of liquid fire, extending 
tself in every direction. The fire and col- 
umns of flame continued to rage with un- 
abated fury until the darkvess caused by 
the quantity of falling matter obscured it at 
about 8 v’clock.” 

The captain of a Malay prow from Timor 
repurted that the following day (the 11th), 
while at sea, far distant from Sambawa, he 
was in utter darkness; and that on his pass- 
ing the Tombvro mountain at a distance of 
five miles he observed the lower part of it in 
flames, and the upper part covered with 
clouds. Just asthe spectacle of the mount- 
ain in flames was-being rendered impercep- 
tible by the heavy clouds which emanated 
from the crater, about 8 o’ciock in the morn- 
ing of the first great day of the eruption 
(the 10th) stones, generally about the size of 
walnuts, but in some cases as large as two 
fisis, came down thickly at Sanger; and be- 
tween 9and10 o’clock ashes began to fail. 
Soon after there was experienced a violent 
whirlwind, which blew down every house in 
the village of Sanger, and in the district 
nearer the agitated voleano tore up by the 
roots the largest trees and carried thein 
along in the air, together with men, houses, 
eatile and whatever had come within its in- 
fluence. The sea rose nearly twelve feet 
higher than it had ever been known to be- 
fore, and swejpt,away houses and everythin 
within its reach. The whirlwind laste 
aboutan hour. No . xplosions were heard 
till it had ceased, at about 11 o’clock. From 
midnignt tili the evening of the next day 
(the 11th) they continued without in'ermis- 
sien, Afterwaids their violence moderated, 
heard at intervals; but 
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the 15th of July, and towards the close of 
September the mountain was still throwing 
out immense volumes of smoke, The great- 
est devastation conceivable uppear to have 
been wrought by the showers of ashes. At 
Bima, forty miles from Tomboro, the explo- 
sions were “most terrific.” The anchorage 
of Bima was altered considerably. 

The commander of the Benares, sailing 
from Macassar southward at dawn of the 
12th to ascertain the cause of the heayy can- 
nonade, reports that at 8 o’clock the face of 
the heavens to the southward and westward 
had assumed a dark aspect; by 11 o’clock 
the whole of the heavens were obscured, ex- 
cept asmall space near the horizon to the 
eastward, the quarter from which the wind 
came. The ashes then bagan to fallin show- 
ers, and the appearance was altogether truly 
awful and alarming. By nooa the light that 
had remained in the eastern part of the hori- 
zon bad disappeared, and complete darkness 
cuvered the face of day. This continued so 
profound during the remainder of the day 
that the commander who made the report 
had never seen anything to equal it in the 
darkest night; it was impossibie to see your 
hand when held up cluse t) your eyes. The 
ashes fell withvut intermission throughout 
the night, and were so light and subtle 
that, notwitbstanding the precaution of 
spreading awnings fore and aft, they per- 
vaded every part of the ship. At6.’clock 
the next morning it was as dark as ever, but 
at 8 o'clock light began toincrease rapidly. 
The appearance of the ship when daylight 
returned was most singular. Every part 
was c.vered with the matter that had fallen, 
which had the look of calcined pumice- 
stone, nearly the color of wood ashes. It lay 
in heaps of a footin depthin many parts of 
the deck, and several tons of it must have 
been throwa overbvard. For, though an im- 
palpabie powder of dust when it feil, it was, 
when compressed, of considerable weight— 
a pint measure of it weighed twelve ounces 
and three-quarters. It was perfectly taxte- 
less, while it had a faint Durnt smell, though 
nothing like sulphur; and it did not affect 
the eyes. When mixed with water it formed 
a tenacious mud, difficult to be wiped off. As 
the ship approached the coast of Sambawa, 
the 18in of April, she passed through great 
quantities of pumice-stone floating on the 
sea, Which at first sight appeared like shuals. 
One of these masses at less than a mile 
louked like aadry sand-bank, upwards of 
three miles in length, with biack rocks in 
several parts of it. It proved to bea com- 
plete mass of pumice-stone floating on the 
sea, some inches in depth, with great num- 
bers of trees and logs, which appeared tw be 
burned and shivered asif by lightning. A 
boat sent to examine it had inuch difficulty 
in pulling through it, and until the Benares 
entered Bima Bay the sea was literally cov- 
ered with shoais of pumice and floating tim- 
ber. lt was the same all along the coast, 

Similar reports as to a dense darkness dur- 
ing the greater part of the 12th of April and 
heavy falis of ashes were made by residents 
iniland, butthe sun doves not appear to have 
been actually obscured in any district west 
of Samaranz. A resident in Gresia records 
as tuthe 12th: “Eieven a m., breakfasted 
by candie-light; the birds began to chirrup 
as at the approach of day.’’ In several 
situations a tremulous motivn of the earth 
was experienced, and in sume districts it 
was extremely cold. Atsome places, pre- 
sumably thuse most distant from the mount- 
ain, the ashes feil ligntly; at others they 
fell eight inches deep. On the shore in the 
ema of Tomboro itself the ashes la 
three feet high. A heavy rain on the 171 
partially saved the crops, and prevented 
the spread of fever and a violent diarrhea 
(supposed to be caused by drinking water 
impregnated with ashes, which “had threat- 
exued to become epidemic.) One hundred 
people Out of 12,000 who are living in the 
locality of Tombore alune escaped: and the 
other inhabitants of tne island suffered ter- 
ribly fur sume time afterwards from famine. 
The whole country, in short, was entirely 
desolated. Some of the people looked upon 
the extraordinary occurrence as ‘typical of 
a chauge, of the re-establishment of the for- 
mer Guvernment;” others as a retribution 
for the murder of a Rajah by his brother; 
and others again accouited for it by a 
reference to their legendary taies, sayin 
that “the celebrated Nyai Leroh Kidul ha 
been marrying one of her chiidren,” the 
ashes being the dregs of the a:nmunition she 
had used in the firing of saiutes from her 
supernatural artillery. .

Corea’s Ambassadors to be Presented to 
President Arthur. 
From the New York World. 


An embassy of eleven Coreans, the first 
residents of Corea that have ever visited any 
civilized country, arrived in New York yes- 
terday afternoon from Washington. hey 
were accompanied by Assistant Secretary of 
State J. C. B. Davis, Lieut. Mason and En- 
sign Foulk. The visitors are all especiaily 
noted men and attached to the home Gov- 
ernment, and by virtue of official connection 
or by birth belong to the nobility. The 
party comprises Min Yong Ik, the Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
of his Corean Majesty: Hing Yong Sik, the 
Vice-Minister; So Koang Pom, the Secre- 
tary; Perciva! Lowell, Foreign Secretary; 
Woo Li Tag. interpreter; five attaches of 
the Embassy, and Tsunejiro Miyaoka, a 
Japanese acting as private secretary to the 
Hume Secretary. The Minister is the 
nephew of the Queen, and is Vice-Minister 
to the Prime Miuister. Mr. Lowell, in addi- 
tion to his _position as Fereign Secretary, 
was made Foreign Huse Secretary to 
heighten the tone of the Einbassy. 

About the hotel the visitors attracted uni- 
versal attention, and their peculiar dress 
subjected the noblemen to the rude stares of 
common Americans. The son of a Queen 
writhed uneasily beneath this scrutiny 
which in his own land would have been pun- 
ished by-torture ending in death As he 
lounged upon a divanin the parlor he pre- 
sented a singular appearance. Upon his 
head he wore a covering which -partook 
vf the nature of a silk hat which had grown 
to only half its normal height, developing at 
this stage into a Quaker's short felt. But in- 
stead of felt the entire structure was built 
of very fine split bamboo, about which were 
woven silk threads, the whoie forming a 
transparent network, recalling the wire 
screeus used in country groceries to cover 
cheeses. The more humble of the party 
wore hats, the crowns of which were made 
of horsehair. ‘The etiquette of the hat was 
explained as very intricate, the head cover- 
ing indicating the caste of the wearer, tie 
iower classes being restricted to horsehair 
hats. For street or undress the Prince wore 
a jelly can. Through the transparent cover- 
ing the coiffure could be seen. The hair was 
brushed up into a top-Knot, forming a 
straight, solitary tuft exactly in the center 
of the head. 

Beneath the overshadowing headgear the 
Prince’s swarthy face appeared still darker, 
athin, beard and stingy mustache giviug an 
unkempt appearance tu his countenance. On 
either side of his face rows of awber beads, 
in imitation of the English tmutton-chop 
whiskers, hung down to the waist. The less 
biue-blouded foilowers were permitted to 
wear the beads only to the chin, where they 
were fastened. The dress of the Prince was 
ot white silk of an exquisite pattern. ‘The 
coat was a sort of louse sack, like a “Mother 
Hubbard” dress, and the breasts were 
padded into rounded symmetry, seen in this 
country only among ladies. Loose, crimson 
trousers were gathered at the knee, and 
white silk stockings adorned 2 ee of legs 
which had been tastefully padd Tue out- 
door costume consists of a jong, Diack toga. 
‘Lhe sleeves are of some gau:y color. ne 
side is usually crimson and the other blue, 
recalling an American circus clown’s dress, 
No caste is attached tothe dress, the head- 
gear performing this function. The hat 
must be worn when officiai business is being 
transacted and in the presence of callers. 

Mr. Lowell, though a Corean noblemau and 
a goverument official, has never set fvot in 
Corea. He describes it asa terra incognita 
and as a Veritabie Hermit Land, as It has 
been named. ‘ihe country is less known 
than Ceutral Africa or the Antarctic cirele. 
Uut of the 15,000,000 population nune ever 
leave Corea, and no person not a native of 
the peninsula ever enters,the couniry. The 
penalty of death has been rigorously en- 
furced on ali so foolhardy as to roomy to 
visit this isoiated people. Recentiy this law 
bas been less rigurously observed, and one 
object of the present courtesies is to break 
down the barriers that separate Corea from 
the worid and civiiization. The innabitants 
are said to be we !-educated. The principal 
industries are mining and agricuiture, ‘Lvr- 
ture is still the punishment tor petty crimes, 
and the policemen wear glasses and carry 
umbrellas and canes. ‘Dhey are by virtue of 
their office nobles, and the common peopie 
are coinpelied to pay them due deference un- 
der extreme penaity. 

The members of the Embassy express 
themselves well pieasea with what they have 


seen. 


A Rattlesnake Up a Tree.

On Saturday nwrning, the law having 
made it iegal for awe shooting, Messrs.

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ROBINSON AND McLANE, 


The Nominees of Two Conventionsg— 
Something of their Personale. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., September 22.—Rob- 
inson and McLane, who were respectively 
nominated as Governors of Massachusetts 
and Maryland on Wednesday, are well known 
here. Both were members of the last House. 
Robinson was reélected, and McLane might 
have been if he would have accepted a re- 
nomination. McLane first entered Congress 
in 1847, and was often a member from that 
time forward. He was Minister to China 
thirty years ago, appointed by President 
Pierce, and in the last Congress, when the 
Chinese bill was up for discussion, he took an 
active part in the discussion of ‘the subject. 
He thought that what McLane didn’t know 
about the Chinese aud the Chinese question 
wasn’t worth knowing. Hethought that the 
Chinese and the Republican party ought to 
“go.” He. is a rather garrulous old man, 
and don’t mind calling people the sort of 
names that he thinks indicate their real 
character. He doesn’t like President Arthur 
at all, and some of his remarks about him in 
the sessions of last winter were by no means 
of a complimentary nature. Personally he 
has the air of one of the 

OLD SCHOOL SOUTHERN GENTLEMEN, 
statety, dignified, polished, well-dressed, 
with old-time standing collar, smooth face 
and the air of one who has plenty of money. 
Robinson of Massachusetts is a different 
sortof aman. He is perhaps 40, plain in 
his personal attire and appearance, yet not 
so much so as to attract attention, very 
quiet, but always attentive to the business 
of the House, a hard worker and a hard 
thinker. When he spoke he always spoke to 
ihe point, and no man on the Republican 
side of the House had more influence than 
Robinson. With a few words he could ac- 
ee more than any man on that side of 
the House. More than that, he was always 
listened to with-interest and with pr. found 
respect by the opposite side of the House. 
There was an air of perfect honesty and per- 
sonal conviction that what he was saying 
was true, that made his saying always 
welcome to both sides of the 
House. Fearless where the question of jus- 
tice appeared, modest and unassuming yet 
aggressive when great questions were at 
stake, strong in his ability to say ‘‘no,” yet 
aiways courteous and obliging so far as con- 
sistent with his duties, 
HE COMMANDED THE RESPECT 

of everybody, even when opposing their 
wishes or advocating principles with which 
they could not coincide. ‘“‘Rovinson ought 
to be elected,” said a gentieman here who 
knows him well, yesteruay, “‘and if the Re- 
publican party wants a Presidential candi- 
date of ability and integrity, against whom 
nobody can say anything, and who would 
rank high as a statesman, be would be their 
man.””

The Explosive Force of an Ingen- 
ious Infernal Machine, | 


-— 


Equal to 900 Pounds of Dynamite—It Re- 
semb'es a Lump of Coal—How It Can be 
Identified—A Change of Flags Saves the 
New Haytien Man-of-War, Dessaline. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcn. 

PHILADELPHIA, September 24.—It was dis- 
covered to-day that the Haytien man-of-war 
Dessaline, which is expected to leave this 
port to-morrow, has narrowly escaved being 
blown to atoms by agents of the insurgents. 
George Holgate, the celebrated maker of 
dynamite machines, who resides in this city, 
said that had the vessel attempted to sail 
from this port under Haytien colors, she 
would have been certainly doomed to de- 
struction in mid-ocean. Holgate had been 
employed by Sautar, one of the leaders of 
the revolutionists in the stormy little West 
Indian isle, 

TO MAKE AN INFERNAL MACHINE 

of more than ordinarily deadly power, and 
he tells a vivid story of the preparations 
which were made to explode the craft. 
Sautar went to Holgate, as_ the 
latter admitted, and asked him if he 
could make an infernal machine capable 


of being smuggled aboard the boat, and of 
sufficient power to destroyit utterly. Hol- 
gate agreed to construct such a machine, not 
asking, of course, for what purpose it was 
to be applied. The machine was made. It 
was what is known as a four-day machine. 
In construction it was peculiar. It resem- 
bled a lump of coal, within which was the 
explosive liquid inclosed in a galyanized can 
of spheroidal shape. The devices 
FOR EXPLODING THE COMPOSITION 

were most ingenious. A phial of a subtle 
chemical was so adjusted to a circular 
spring, falling into a slot upon the disk of a 
tiny brass wheel, reyolving by means of clock 
work, that at the end of ninety-six hours 
the vial would be broken, spilling its con- 
tents upon tbe liquid. This latter was a 
new invention of Holgate. It was of an am- 
ber color of the consistency of kerosene. Hol- 
gate refuses to disclose the nature of the 
composition, but says that it contains 50 per 
cent of nitro-glycerine. For one week Hol- 
gate labored upon this machine. When it 
was completed he showea it to Sautar, who 
was delighted with it. It pussessed an ex- 
piosive force equal to 900 pounds of dyna- 
nite. Sautar and the inventor counseled 
together several times, and the former de- 
termined that 

THE INNOCENT LOOKING LUMP 
should be placed in the coal intended for 
use on board the vessel. .The arrangements 
to this end were skillfully carried out. Two 
men, both colored, were employed by Sau- 
tar to piace the apparent lump of coal in the 
hold of the vessel. ‘the men found no diffi- 
culty, under cover of night, in obtaining ac- 
cess to the yard and Jocated the vessel. The 
next night, which was Thursday night, 
they were to have placed the iniernal ma- 
chine aiong with the coal outside the vessel. 
It was identified by means of a red nick, 
looking like a quartz speck upon one por- 
tion of the outside.

the first night after 
and he was to keep general 
supervision over it. On the next 
day, howeverit was announced that the boat 
would sail under the Aimerican flag, and that 
she would not pass into the possession of the 
Haytian Government until her arrival at 
Port-au-Prince.

“Cherub” at Last Night’s Openings. 

The first instalment of legitimate drama 
for the present season was had last night at 
the Grand, Thomas W. Keene, who is begin- 
ning his fourth year’s work in this field, and 
his company, being the agency through 
which we were at last relieyed from the 
wearisome spell of light and comparatively 


worthless entertainments with which the 
inaugural weeks of the season were filled. 

A not large but still very good house gave 
the tragedian greeting. 

rhe play was “Richard Ul.” with 
the star as the hump-backed tyrant—a bill 
calculated to attract the class of people who 
will patronize a Shaksperean show on Sun- 
day night. 

Che performance was gooti throughout, 
and with the exception of Miss Anna 
Warren Story, who as Lady Ann, 
seemed rather weak and at fault in her elo- 
cutlonary attempts, the support was entirely 
creditable, 

_Keene has always been a fine actor, and 
since his appearance on the classic stage in 
Stellar roles has demonstrated his ability to 
create as well as to happily assimilate the 
best peculiarities of the great histrions who 
preceded him. 

When, at a single bound, three years ago, 
he leaped, somewhat like Minerva, full 
armed from the Jovian head of his manager, 
W. R. Hayden, into prominence on the legit- 
imate boards to dispute the sway of Booth, 
McCullough and Barret, his work was of a 
kind that might have been properly termed 
sensational. 

it was full of surprises—and clever sur- 
prises at that. 

He shook off many of the traditions that 
hampered the latter-day conceptions of 
Shakspeare’s meanings, and gave readings 
and interpretations of familiar’ roles that 
were to a large extent novel, and in some de- 
gree astonishiug. 

His originality triumphed. 

Some critics cried out against the trickiness 
of his acting; nota fewiusisted that his 
inethod was exaggerated by melodramatic, 
and that he occasionally lowered the dignity 
of the character he impersonated by a too 
popular interpretation of the dramatist’s 
language—an application of off-hand nine- 
teenth century elocution to the rounded and 
sweilling sentences of Avon’s bard. 

All were, however, agreed in commending 
his courage for thus swiftly reaching out for 
the prize of public favor and adopting the 
surest and speediest means of attaining it~ 
the adaptation of his art to the i:.telligence 
and education of the average theater-goer. 

He acted not for the scholarly critics 
alone, Whose patronage does not pay, but for 
the mass of the peopie, and the mass under- 
stood and appreciated him. 

He was a successful and paying star the 
very first season, and artistic success and 
financial reward have been his portion and 
the portion of his manager ever since. 

Hitherto Shakspeare had been held sacred 
against innovation. Nuthing but the most 
eXaited art was deemed applicable to his con- 
Ceptions, stilted elocution and stagey man. 
ners were required froin all who dared to 
voice his thuughts or clothe his characters. 

Keene’s crime was sacrilege! 

The theatrical puritans mede a vicious out- 
cry for his blood, and figuratively burned 
him at the stake. 

Even now, when his banner is firmly fixed 
on the citadel of public opinion, and triumph 
lis his heart with a joy that cannot be 
quenched by the smail aspersions of a few 
querulous critics, the deep-seated bigotry 
and pitiable fogyism of an voccasional seli- 
asserting friend of the legitimate are forced 
to the suriace, and the mob and the stake 
are, for @ moment, recaiied to mind. 

But the blue-law days of the drama are 
over. Shakspeare has come down from his 
sular Walks. Lie dudesque in art is dead, 
and whetuer the dramatist is the bad 
actor who sleeps at Avon, or a word- 
carpenter of the present day like 
Joun A. Stevens or Fred Marsden, 
his ideas are handled with a North American 
indepeudence and Fourth of July freedom 
that are at once agreeable and refreshing 
to the heart of the ordinary aluysement 
patron. 

Tne modern spirit of liberalism that will 


‘not spare the Bible cannot be expecied to 


halt and bend the Knee of the title page of 
Shakspeare’s volume. 

John McCullough has popularized the 
Roman drama; Keene is popularizing the 
Elizabethan. 

When 1 saw his “Richard,” last night, I 
said to myself. ‘“‘Weil, perhaps Shakspeare 
when he wrote, didn’t mean that it should 
be acted exactiv in this way, but if he lived 
now he would readily comprehend that it 
could not be acted otherwise, and be so well 
understood and generaily appreciated.” 

What Colly Cibber and other adapters for 
the stage, down even to Wm. Winter, have 
done with Shakspeare’s text, Keene is doing 
with its interpretation—itting it to the times 
and the surroundings. 

His style now does not differ in anything 
from what it was when he first attracted at- 
tention to it. 

His Richard is a succession of striking 
contrasts, surprises of action and sveech that 
startle the audience into new acquaintance- 
ship with the various phases of the crafiy 
mouarch’s ¢haracter. 

An unexpected look, a hurried colloquial- 
ism, an intense gesture, all these have mean- 
ings that cannot be mistaken. 

“here is, too, an effort at realism in the 
impersonation that quite sinks its poetic ex- 
travagance out of sight and brings the char- 
acter before you, instinct with life and gift- 
ed with flesh and biood, an object for the 
eye to study as well as for the mind to medi- 
tate. 

Then again his conception of Richard is 
based upon the popular acceptation of his 
memory, crueity, cunning, and the fatal sin 
of reckless ambition being its characteristics 
as the average student of history under- 
stands them. 

Upon this groundwork, and by means of 
the methods already suggested, Keene builds 
up a breathing portraiture of the villainous 
king that compels and obtains admiration. 

His treatment of the partis a refined and 
elaborated exposition of the methods of his 
school of acting. “The impersonation lacks 
the perfection and polish of thorough com- 
pletion, and is not equally strong in all its 
details. 

It is hke the statue of the ancient 
sculptor, which, when viewed from 
a sbort distance, betrayed the marks 
of the chisel, but when placed high up 
on the temple, where it belonged, was flaw- 
less and perfect as the glowing diamond 
when it leaves the lapidary’s hands.

The 
play is located in the “moonshining” districts 
of North Carolina, and the outlawed con di- 
tion of the “shiners” tperpetually pursued 
through their mountain hiding places by the 
revenue officersfurnishes the ground work 
for the story. 

The comedy vein is 
queer and impossible sort of heroine— 
one of the kind usually found in 
this class of plays that Maggie Mitchell and 
have brought into existence—a 
Fanchon-like creature who begins by being 
a@ ragged half-wit and passing through the 
reguiar five-act process enda her career in 
fine clothes and with a halo of beroism
